LONDON, Juiy 5.—A dispatch to The

standpoint. .The Socialists are 111 out 
of 397 embers of the Reichstag, 80 
their oppoattfon Gould not block éati- 
mates or sériously interfere with the 
Governmént’s prosécution of the war, 
but the effect. of Scheidemann’s official 
announcement that the Socialists will 
no longer vote for thé budget until the 
pegce ‘question is cleared up is of far- 
reaching importance in view of the ef- 
fect it is bound to produce in German 
and Austrian labor circles, and still 
more among the German and Austrian 
ermies. < ; 

“It is said in Germany that Scheide- 
mann’s present. attitude has been forced 
on him by an overwhelming majority of 
the German- Socialists, who . consider 
this is the only means of forcing the 
hands of the General Staff'and the Gov- 
ernment and compelling such a state- 
ment of terms -as .might bring an ac- 
ceptable péacé before Winter. . There is 
the additional advantage that the Ger- 
man Socialists will be able to plead not 
guilty before the Socialsts,. of the En- 
tente’ countries when the question of 
reforming the International is discussed 
after the war. I hear from trustworthy 
sources that Scheidemann’s recent con- 
ference with Troelstra at The Hague 
was chiefly devoted to explaining to the 
Dutch Socialist leader the intention of 
the German Socialists. to cease support- 
ing the. Government until they have 
taken a reasonable step forward as _re- 
gards peace. This is the message which 
Troelstra was to have brought to the 
London Socialist Conference. It re- 
mains ‘to be seen what the immediate 
effect of Scheidemann’s threat will have.

All the officers and crew, — six, 
were saved and taken to a French port.

They 
could not tell at first whether it was 
the British barrage or the enemy’s. 
They seemed to be in the centre of its 
fury and were surprised to find them- 
selves alive, still moving forward with 
their comrades and’ with the dark line 
of Australians on either side of them. 

“ The barrage passed like a storm,” 
said an Australian officer, “ leaving 
behind perfect peace.” And it was in 
this peace of the battlefield like. the 
peace of death that the Americans and 
Australians’ met groups: of men who 
were “the enemy, strange, uncanny 
creatures, many of them in gas masks 
and with -hands up in submission, 
knowing that surrender was their only 
chance of. life. Those who showed 
any fight, like some who used their 
machine guns to the last, had hardly 
a thread’ of a-chance. 

The Americans were not tender- 
‘hearted in ‘that eighty minutes of the 
advance tv the ultimate objective with 
any of the enemy who tried to bar 
their. way. _They went forward with 
fixed bayonets, shouting the word 
‘* Lusitania ” as a battlecry. 

Again and again the Australians 
-heard that word on American lips, as 

if there was something in the sound 
of it strengthening to their souls and 
terrifying to the enemy. ‘They, might 
well have been terrified—any German 
who heard that name,.for. to the 
American soldiers it is a call for ven- 
geance. 

It is a curious tact that with less 
provocation than the French, who see, 
their own towns destroyed, before their 
eyes and a great belt of ‘ruin across 
their country and a world of tragedy 
where their own families are separated. 
from them by the German lines, the 
‘American soldiers havé come over here 
with such a stern spirit and with no 
kind of forgiveness in their hearts for 
the,men who caused all this misery.

“ Then,” said this Corpora], who is 
not more than. a boy in looks, “J 
knew I had to get up and fight him 
like a man.” 

He stood up in spite of his wound, 
and with his fixed bayonet turned 
aside a lunge which the German made 
‘to kill him, and then swung up his 
rifle and cracked the man’s skull. 


One Boy Killed Sevan Germans. ; 


Another American Corporal, 21 years 
‘of age, was wounded three times, but 
killed seven Germans, which, as he 
reckons, is two boches for each wound 
and one over. He had an astonishing 
series of episodes in which it was his 
life -or the enemy's. After going - 
through the enemy's wire near Vair 
Wood, he found himself under -fire 
from a machine gun hidden in a wheat ~ 
field, and was wounded badly in the 
thigh with ‘an armor-piercing bullet 
designed for tanks. ‘ 

He fell at once, but staggering up 
again threw a bomb at the German 
gun crew and killed four of them, 
On? ran and disappeared into a dig- 
out. The American Corporal followed 
him down. and: the: man turned ‘to 
leap at him in the darkness, but he 
killed him with his bayonet, 


He went up from the dugout. again 
to the light of day above, and a Ger- | 
man soidier wounded him again, but 
he paid a price for the blow with his 
own life. : 

Another .German attacked him, 
wounded him for a third time,’ and..

That made six Germans. and the 
seventh was a machine gunner whom 
be shot.

their splendid share fn the success of 
the day,

Dutch Socialist Leader Leader Publishes an 
Open ‘Appeal to Henderson.

THE HAGUE, July 5.—The Dutch So- 
Clal Democrat leader, Troelstra, has 
published _ an open letter to Arthur 
Henderson, the British labor. ledder, in 
Het Volk, urging the necessity of an 
international conference. In his letter, 
Troelstra holds out the Brest-Litovsk 
peace as & warning of what happened 
when one party was in distress after a 
long procéss of exhaustion, and adds: 

‘‘T know that the anxiety of the En- 
tente nations about the unfavorapiq 
military situation is tempered, if .not: 
overcome, by great expectations. of help 
from America, and by hope of the un- 
nerving effect of economic distress in 
the central lands,” 

Troelstra says that Russia also built 
hopes on a revolution in the central 
countries, but argues that in those coun- 
tries independent political action against 
the Government has been considerably 
weakened by the demands of the na- 
tional struggle against the enemy, and 
that local disturbances, chiefly arising 
from food scarcity, cannot be regarded 
as hindrances to the prosecution of the 
war. e 

Troelstra then deals with American 
intervention, and he is not a great ad- 
mirer of America. He considers that.the 
indecisiveness of the war forms a basig 
‘for negotiations. 

The Arbeiter Zeitung’ Published the 
text of a statement handed to Troelstra 
by the- Austrian Socialist delegates, 
Seitz and Ellenbogen, who were recent- 
ly in The Hague and had frequent con- 
ferences with Troélstra.' THz Ngew 
YORK TIMBs correspondent requested 
an interview with these two Austrian 
Socialists, but réceived the reply that 
they would not ‘‘see a-spy."’ 

Among the resolutions the Austrian. 
Socialists drew up was a. statement 
pointing out that a democratic peace 
cannot be brought about by. victory.. 
They demand the reorganization of. 
Austria-Hungary into a federation of 
autonomous nations and the formation of 
a league of free. Balkan States, and ad- 
vocate the , solution of the Alsace- 
Lorraine,. Italian, ‘Turkish, and colonial 
questions in accordance with the right of 
self-determination.

RUSSIAN-UKRAINIAN TERMS... 


Washington Gets Details of the 
‘Truce Signed at Kiev. 
Special to The New York Times. 


Department today received a, dispatch 
giving the summary of. the provisions 
of the truce signed on June 12 by Rus- 
sian and Ukrainian delegates at Kiev: 

“* Military’ activites along the entire 
front are stopped during the period of 
peace negotiations. . Nationals of the 
contracting parties are allowed to re- 
turn to their réspective States with their 
property, with the exception of mer- 
chandise,.. interest-bearing papers, and 
valuables.

LONDON, July 5.—After the debate 
in the Reichstag on Wednesday, the 
Rumanian peace tneaty was adopted, 
says'a Berlin telegram, by way of Am- 
sterdam, to the Central News Agency. 
The Independent Socialists were the 
only Deputies to vote against the agree- 
ment. 

Foreign Secretary von Ktihlmann an- 
nounced that an exchange of thoughts 
had taken place with the Moscow Gov- 
ernment regarding the occupation of 
the Crimea and Sebastopol. From the 
fact that a line of demarkation was 
being drawn, the Foreign Minister said, 
it was evident that Germany was will- 
ing to settle all the questions peace-4 
fully. Von Ktihimann added that an 
‘‘Indian campaign was not a part of 
Germany’s policy.’’ 


AMSTERDAM, July 5.—Peace between 
Rumania and the Central Powers prob- 
ably will not be fully ratified until 
the Autumn, says Dr, Edgar von 
Schmidt-Pauli, the special commissioner 
in’ Rumania of the Berliner Tageblatt.

MUST MAKE OLD BEDS DO. 
War Board and Manufacturers for 


Saving Brass and Steel. 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—Manufacture 
of brass beds during the war should be 
discontinued, to conserve brass to méet 
the military requirements, the amount 
of steel used in other metal beds should 
be curtailed, and the pubfic should be 
asked to “draw fro mtheir attics and 
other hiding places’ stocks of surplus 
furniture, so as to meet the civilian re- 
quirements until peace comes. 

These were announced tonight by the 
Wear Industries Board as ‘ conclusions 
reached "’ between officials of the board 
and a comniittee representing the manu- 
facturers of metal beds and supplies.

“THE THIRD INTERNATIONAL.” 

A few days ago the cable brought 
to THE TimEs the views of the Coun- 
cilor of the Soviet Legation at Berne. 
His concluding words were: “ As re- 
“gards the third international, well, 
“ its-ideas are being realized by the 
“ Russian Government. -It rests with 
“the European proletariat to accept or 
* refuse them.” Few Americans have 
kept count of the internationals. Per- 
haps almost none know that the first 
international was brought to the Uni- 
ted States as the result of the feud 
between Marx and/the Russian an- 
earchist BAKUNIN. MARx won, but it 
was a fatal victory. In 1876 the first 
international was formally dissolved at 
Philadelphia, and its last words were, 
‘“ Proletarians of all countries, unite.” 
"There were two internationals in the 
second movement, one led by Marx 
and the other by LIEBKNECHT, BEBEL, 
and others. They were driven to 
unity by the attentions of the police, 
and the “ New International” ap- 
peared in 1889, six years after the 
death of Marx. 

Now there is a third international, 
represented by the Bolsheviki. How 


seem that the entenary of MaRx may 
well mark the end ‘pf Marxism. The 
world. never knew such prosperity as 
since he declared that capitalism must 
‘end in a catastrophe; because the ex- 
‘ploitation. of the proletariat ‘would be- 
come unendurable. His theory of in- 
creasing misery has been so falsified 
by events that it needed: only the con- 


ism to compel the most. loyal of his 
followers to chooge the less of the two 
evils, Socialists are repudiating so- 
cialism in all lands. In Germany itself 
‘Socialists prefer country.to proleta- 
rianism. Russia knows most about 
the third international, and has paid 
dearest for its knowledge. Loyalty to 
class consciousness is shown to. be 
treason to love of country, and a be- 
‘trayal of humanity; instead of a re- 
‘ligion of, the future, The third inter- 
national is the first international: to be 
excommunicated, and the first also to 
be rejected by the world. 

All the internationals have been 
marked by schisms, but not until the 
works of the third international were 
shown have® Socialists in all lands 
shunned socialism Hke a pest. Nobody 
‘repudigted the. Bolsheviki when their 
leaders were preaching what ‘now they 
are practicing. Therefore nobody now 
is In position to repudiate the Bolshe- 
‘viki unless he also repudiates social- 
ism. It is vain to catalogue the beati- 


of socialism, and which are promised 
to the faithful. Forever socialism will 
wear the brand of the Bolsheviki. If 
there are other internationals—for the 
. third international can come to noth- 
ing—they will-not be Marxian in their 
inspiration.

A titular Sultan, never very much 
alive, is dead. More than half his 
days he spent in a virtual imprison- 
ment. His amiable brother, Aspun 
Hemip, who intended that his own 
son, BURHAN EDINE, should succeed 
to the throne, must have graciously 
spared the future MOHAMMED V. as a 
harmless and futile Prince. 

The job of heir presumptive in 
Stamboul does not recommend itself 
to students of life insurance. The 
case of Prince Yussur Effendi is not 
forgotten. ABDUL HaMiIp immured 
him long in a palace, outside of Con- 
stantinople. His nerves broke down, 
but he was heard of, in better health, 
entering recovered Adrianople in state, 
saluting as Crown Prince his troops 
at Gallipoli. He was ‘not a good risk. 
His views and his existence were ob- 
jectionable to the bosses of the iron- 
ically named Committee of Union and 
Progress. He tried to escape. He is 
even said to have bought a ticket for 
Switzerland by way of Germany. He 
was not allowed to go. Soon after he 
was found dead. An artery had been 
cut.

The Young Turks, after losing most 
of Turkey in’ Europe, have had to 
part with Mesopotamia and Palestine, 
have seen an Arab kingdom rise in 
the Hejaz. They have massacred a 
goodly number of Greeks and most 
of the Armenians, thus “ Ottomaniz- 
ing the non-Turkish population.” They 
have plunged: their country into a 
financial and: economic ruin, marvel- 
ous.ever for Turkey. Their shadowy 
temporary spoils or hopes, the Cri- 
mea, Transcaucasia, Adarbaijan, the 
whole Pan Turanian scheme, cannot 
ENvER and Ta- 
LAAT and DsemaL—of whom the 
greatest is TaLaatT—seem to have 
thought that they were to “be the 
dupers of Germany, not its dupes. 
That is the least of their errors. And 
the Russian gmash removed an old 
pretext for Turkey’s entrance into the 
war. After it, the Turks will not be 
permitted longer to “camp in Eu- 
rope."’ — 

GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 

The House Interstate Committee 
proposes to take over the telegraph 
companies upon. analogy with the 
procedure regarding the railways, yet 
the differences between, the cases are 
more striking than the resemblances. 
The telegraph companies are in no 
such financial distress as’ the, rail- 
ways, and the country is not suffer- 
ing from inadequacy in their service 
in any such degree as it suffered from 
the insufficiency of the railway - facil- 
ities. The‘ credit of the telegraph 
companies::is depressed in’ common 
with all “credit except ‘Government 
eredit, but the money market is not 
closed to them as it was to the rail- 
ways. The railways had not brceken 
down, for they were furnishing more 
service than the country had, ever 
asked for, but there was a shortage 
of supply equal to,the demand. 

There are defects in telegraph serv- 
ice, but they are not sueh defects as 
will be remedied by Government op- 
eration, as in the case of the railways. 
The railways were hampered by laws 
which ‘were “scrapped” when the 
Government took control, and they 
were regulated into the mental col- 
lapse of: their officials and the physi- 
cal obstruction of their activities. The 
telegraph companies are not free from 
such handicaps, but are hindered in a 
degree so much less that little bet- 
terment’is to be expected from action 


‘resembling that taken against the 


railways. i 

Where the cases are in resemblance 
it would be better that the procedure 
should be different. In both cases 
the companies are proceeded against 
as though they were the strikers. In 
neither case was there any refusal of 
the companies to do anything in their 
power to win the war. In both cases 
it was the unions which forced action 
by the Government, while they held 
the stop-watch in a manner which the 
people see was inconsistent with dem- 
ocratic government, although the 
Representatives of the people saw no 
infringement of their prerogatives 
which would not be healed by votes 
at the approaching election. Accord- 
ingly, the railways were punished for 
the faults of the strikers, and it is 
proposed to repeat that ‘humiliating 
experience. in the case of the tele- 
graph companies. It is, indeed, im- 
practicable to proceed against those 
threatening to strike in violation of 
mutual agreement that there should 
be no deterioration of labor conditions 
during the war, for the laws do not 
give a punishable status to the unions. 
~ It does not follow that there is: no 
‘alternative to penalizing the com- 
panies. It would be a.less radical de⸗ 
parture from normal procedure’ if it 
should be enacted that all telegraphers 
should be regarded as volunteers en- 
listed in the service of the Govern- 
ment, under supervised conditions of 
employment by the companies, unless 
and until they should declare their 
resignations. That would discipliné 
the union members no less than. the 
taking over of the companies. In 
either case, the unions would win a 
disastrous victory, but the country.

all coal, iron, copper, silver, lead, and 
salt mines; nearly all the: gold mines; 
all metallurgic; textile, electrical, 
explosive, and wood enterprises, and 
the tobacco, rubber, glass, pottery, 
leather, and steam mill trades. 

Municipal undertakings, gas and 
water supply systems, canals, , and 
railways, whether in use or in the 
course of construction, will. come un- 
der the provisions of the order. 


Those among us who are “ class 
conscious,” our I. W. W., our Non- 
Partisan League, our Sdcialists and 
anarchists, our benefactors from pub- 
lic resources at the cost of the tax- 
payers, would be glad to see- the 
United States Bolshevized in - that 
manner.

nat | GUNS MUST TEACH GERMANY 


Lane Says That It Is the only. Lan- 
guage She Can Understand. 


PITTSBURGH, - July 5.—Three years 
of negotiation, patience, and 
showed the United States that there is 
‘only one language Germany .can under- 
stand—from the mouth of the big gun, 
There will be no limit to the number 
of troops and cannon this country will 
send againgt the forces of the Teutonic 
autocracy.. Every industry and every.

This, briefly, is the Government's 
“fight until victory " program outlined 
by Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, in an address here today gefore 
the closing session of the fifty-sixth an-. 
nual convention of the National Educa- 
tion Association. 

Secretary Lane said 2,000,000 troops 
will ‘be added to the 1,000,000 already in 


‘| France, if needed a year from now. 


“We realize now what we are -fight- 
ing for,” Secretary Lane declared. ‘‘ We 
are not fighting merely from pride be- 
cause Germany flouted us. We are not 
fighting to make a page in the history 
of wars out of desire for martial glory. 
We are not fighting merely to,.protect 
international rights guaranteed by 
treaty and by custom. 

“We are at war, when the last word 
is said, for the preservation of what we 
call Christian civilization, which is the 
recognition of the fact that physical 
force must be limited by moral force, 
that the world is not to belong to the 
strongest.”’ 

Secretary Lane made a plea for the 
teaching of Americanism, and declared 
that ‘‘is not internationalism nor inten- 
sified nationalism; it is a growth and 
the right to grow.”’ There are 5,500,000 
illiterates in the United States—700,000 
of these are within the draft ages, Sec- 
retary Lane said, declaring it ts a shame 
that public schools are open only half 
@ year, and ‘a disgrace that teachers 
in them are paid less than day la- 
borers.”” 

At the association's closing session this 
afternoon a resolution was adopted ap- 
proving the appointment of “an educa- 
tor of standing ability ’’ to place before 
Congress the two projects of the conven- 
tion—the creation of a Federal Depart- 


ment of Education, and appropriation 
by Congress of $100,000, ,000 annually for 
radical incredses in teachers’ salaries.

Limite His Questions at Bureau ! 
. Chief's Hearing to Matters — 
-of Administrative Routine. 


BROWN MAKES HIS DEFENSE 


Upholds the Enforcement of the 
Health Board’s Food and 
Drug Regulations. 


Health Commissioner Copeland e¢x- 
pressed admiration for the official ac- 
complishments of Dr, Lucius P. Brown, 
Director of the Bureau of Food and 
Drugs, yesterday at the close of Dr. 
Brown’s statement in his own behalf 
at a hearing on the charges against him. 
Commissioner Copeland's statements 
were taken by some to indicate that the 
Board of Health: would acquit Dr. 
Brown of the charges which are alle- 
gations of administrative mistakes. Ad- 
mitting that the results of Dr. Brown's 
work were of: value to the city, Dr. 
Copeland put questions only concerning 
details' of administrative method. 

The hearing ended with indorsements 
by Commissioner Copeland for the 
course of Dr. Brown, the only ques- 
tions left uncleared being whether Dr. 
Brown, in details of office routine, had 
obtained the results, admitted, to be 
excellent, in a manner conforming with 
conventional ideas of office routine. 

Commissioner Copeland said that the 
city was proud of the work of the 
Health Department, and that he and 
his fellow-members of the Board of 
Health were delighted with the record 
of efficiency which Dr. Brown had es- 
tablished. He added, in reference to 
tributes paid to the work of Dr. Brown 
by Federal .officials and medical men: 

“The city is proud of the fact that 
one of the bureau heads has so high a 
place in the scientific world.”’ 

The greater part of the hearing was 
taken up by the reading by Dr. Brown 
of a brief replying to the charges, — 
mainly assertions that all of the health 
laws had not been enforced to the full 
under him. Dr. Brown quoted authori- 
ties tending to show that the Federal 
health officiels and local health officers 
in all parts of the country never had 
been able to enforce to the limit the 
health laws, because they were so nu- 
mérous as to require a staff several 
times that which the Government or 
city could provide for the purpose, The 
brief asserted that the laws had been 
enforced to the greatest extent possible, 
that the most important food and drug 
regulations had been enforced more rig- 
idly than ever before, and that medical 
authorities familiar with the work had 
paid tributes to the excellence of Dr. 
Brown's achievements. 

One of the charges against Dr. Brown 
was that of absenting himself frequently 
for the purpose of lecturing. Dr. Brown 
said that the charges were very largely 
false in that they accused him of going 
on a lecture tour when he was in fact 
on a leave of absence without pay. He 
asserted that the charges included va- 
rious other dates when he was absent 
on official business. His lectures, Dr. 
Brown.‘said, had been given with the

RIVER BOAT SINKS; 
{74 PROBABLY LOST} 


The Columbia Goes Down in 
the Mlinois River Near. 
Peoria. 


HIT BANK IN A DENSE FOG 


Hole Torn in .Bow and Crowded 
Boat Quickly Settles—Aid. Rushed 
from Nearby Towns. 


PEORIA, Ill, July 6.—Approximately 
175 persons were drowned by the sink- 
ing of the excursion steamer .Columbia 
eraly today in the Illinois River, accord- 
ing to an estimate of the Chief of Police’ 
of Pekin. 

There were 450 excursionista on board 
the boat when it left Al Fresca Park, 
Peoria, on the return trip to Pekin. The 
boat ran into thé Peoria shore during a 
.fog that was prevailing. It backed 
away, and began sinking immediately, 
water rushing in through a large hole in 
the bow. The boat instantly began 
sending outsignals of distress, and sev- 
eral watercraft from this city rushed to 
the scene of the accident. 

Loss of life is said to have resulted 
largely from the panic that followed 
immediately on the boat as it began to 
sink. Doctors and nurses were rushed 
ot the scene from Peoria. Some of the 
survivors have been taken to Pekin on 
a relief train. 

The steamer was in use in the regular 
excursion trade along the river. It was 
about 150 feet long and was considered 
staunch. The boat reached the park 
about 10 o’clock. The excursionist spent 
abouth alf an hour there during which 
there was a band of music and dancing. 
Th ecrowd was homeward bound. when 


the crash came. 

As soon as the news reached Peoria 
relief parties were organized. Every 
doctor in the city who could be sum- 
moned was directed to report to the 
depot. A special train was made up at 
once and rushed to the acene of the dis- 
aster. 


DECATUR, IIl., July 6.—Word reached 
here over railroad wires from the Peorla 
& Pekin Union Railroad Trainmaster 
at Peoria this morning that more than 
100 persons are believed to have 
been drowned when the _ excursion 
steamer Columbia turned over opposite 
Pckin on the Illinois River. 

At 1:30 A. M. about seventy-five had 
been rescued from the steamer; which, 
in turning over, went away from the 
bank. It is partially submerged, but 
boats avaiiab.e for rescue work were s0 
few that rescue work was proceeding 
very slowly. It is believed that between 
400 and 500 were aboard the steamer. 

Several ‘railroad coaches have been 
sent to a point opposite where the 
steamboat sank and the rescued are

The plan he outlined embraces three 
features—fulfillment of a national re- 
sponsibility. to. the men who have of- 
fered their lives for the country's safety, 
protection of the laboriously built up 
structure of civilian labor from the dis- 
aster of too sudden expansion, and a 
vast increase of the nation’s cultivaied 
area. i 

He proposes to invite every man of the 
returning host to become a part of great 
reclamation projects; to guarantee sup- 
port of those workers while the projects 
are under way; to give them permanent 
homes, and to allow them forty years 
to reimburse the Government for the 
cést of improvements to their home- 
steads. The fact that the speaker is at 
the ‘head of the Interior Department, 
which has jurisdiction over the Govern- 
ment lands and reclamation works, lent 
weight to his proposal. 

“One of our great problems after the 
wat will be a question of labor,” said 
Secretary Lane. ‘The time has come 
when we must think of what must be 
done with the soldiers upon their return 
from France. . They must not disar- 
range the system of labor, yet they 
must be shown that Uncle Sam has 
some consideration for them and is will- 
ing to help them become self-supporting. 
They must not be treated as charity pa- 
tients. Each man must have his chance 
and opportunity to make a living. I 
appeal to you to help me in a plan for} 
the useful — of these sol- 
diers.”’

Retired Naval Veteran ‘Who Won 
Honora, in ¥y with, Spain 
Spoke Five Languages. 


Rear Admiral Aaron Ward, U. S. N., 
retired, died yesterdav at Willowmert» 
his home in Roslyn, N. Y., from heart 
disease. . He had been ill for several 
months, but his condition did not be- 
come critical until three days ago. His 
wife and two daughters, Hilda- Ward, a 
well known artist, and Mrs. Edna 
Capps, the wife of Admiral Capps, sur- 
vive him. 

Rear Admiral Ward was. ‘born in 
Philadelphia on Oct.10, 1851. Ithough 
his father was General Ward \B. Bur- 
nett, who served as-a Colonel for the 
Second New York Volunteers in the 
Mexican War, he took the name of his 
grandfather, Aaron Ward, a Major Gen- 
eral of the New York -Militia many 
years ago. He was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1867, after having 
gone to*school in Cannstatt, Germany, 
and attended the Lycée Bonaparte, in 
France. He was graduated almost at 
the head of his class four years later, 
and was assigned to the ship California, 
then at a Pacific station. In 1874 he 
went to the ship Brooklyn in the West 
Indies; and the. following year to..the 
Franklin on the European station. He 


1876 as an instructor in French.’ 

While officer of the deck on the train- 
ing ship Constitution, to which he had 
been assigned in 1879, he averted a col- 
lision between that vessel and the large 
schooner Elizabeth 8S.

CARDINAL MARTINELLI 
DIES IN ROME AT 69 


States Was Prefect of Sacred. 
Congregation of Rites. 


ROME,” July 5.—Cardinal Sebastian 
Martinelli, Prefect. of the Sacred*Con- 
gregation of Rites. and former Papal 
Delegate in the United States, is dead. 
He: “was the second Apostolic ‘Delegate 
to the. United States, serving six years, 
during which he was created and pro- 
claimed a Cardinal on April 15, 1901. 
He returned to Rome in 1902. From 
1907 to 1909 he was the Chamberlain of 
the Sacred College. The Cardinal was 
born at Borgo, San Anna, Italy, on 
Aug. 20, 1848. In the order of pre- 
cedence he was ninth on the list of 
Cardinal priests. 

At the time of his appointment as 
Apostolic Delegate Cardinal Martinelli 
was titular archbishop of Ephesus. 
Pope. Leo XIII: sent. him to Washing- 
ton to succeed Cardinal Satolli.. Dur- 
ing his residence in this country Car- 
dinal Martinelli became very popular 
not only with the laymen and clergy- 
men of his own church, but with all 
others who had opportunity to know 
him intimately. He had visited almost 
every large city of the country. While 
here he was the guest of the late Arch- 
bishop Corrigan for several days. 

For twelve years Cardinal Martinelli 
had been Prior General of the Augus- 
tinian Order; where he had entered 
upon his studies at the age of 15, and 


“which is one of the four great orders of 


the Catholic Church. He was a learned 


and versatile man, and his ability was 
recognized early at Rome. But to many 
he was regardéd, primarily, as a diplo- 
mat. Two of. his rothers were clergy-
